Premier Bennett informed parliament and the 
country that the Government has no intention of 
expropriating the Beauharnois power project and 
making that a public-owned enterprise Nobody 
supposed it had 

If there had been any such intention action 
would have been taken long ago to head off the 
manoeuvres by which the Montreal Heat, Light 
and Power Co. has acquired control of the under- 
taking 

Probably only a small minority of taxpayers 
wanted the Government to “nationalize” the 
scheme. There are limits to the popular anxiety 
for new ventures into the field of government 
ownership and operation of industrial enterprises. 

But when the Premier says the Government 
could not have taken charge if it wanted to, he 
is on quite different ground. His Government is 
rather prone to say it cannot do things it does not 
want to do. He is assuming still more when he 
says Heaven itself could not change the situation 
After the record his Government has made in deal- 
ing with strictly mundane affairs, the Premier will 
have to present credentials before he starts to set 
limitations to a higher authority 

The present Government certainly had power to 
hold up the Beauharnois project and force a re- 
organization of the company, and did that. It 
could as easily have forced the company to sell out 
to it at a fair price if that had been desired. It 
was noi done. which is probably as well. But to 
s2y it could not have been done is to plead a help- 
lessness that did not exist. What the Government 
did to the promoters is sufficient evidence of what 
it could have done if it had been so-minded

Some process of redistribution is needed, and is 
inevitable, If that does not come about through 
the increase of ordinary empl¢yment and the paying 
of wages in the usual way, the alternative is 
government to step into the picture, collect from 
those who have money and pay wages to thuse who 
have not. One way or the other, circulation must 
be started egain 

The Government of Canada has left circulation 
to take care of itself, and savings accumulated 
while unemployment spread. President Roosevelt 
proposes to force circulation, and conditions began 
to improve the day after he made the announce- 
ment; in the United States, and by reflex action in 
Canada as wel!

EMPIRE DAY AND 
VICTORIA DAY 

On this date, in 1899, the first 
celebration of Empire day was 
held in the public schools of On- 
tario. It was the result of a sug- 
gestion made by Mrs. Clementina 
Fessenden, of Ancaster and Ham- 
fiton, who realized that opportun- 
ity was being missed to impress 
upon the rising generation the 
glory of being part of the British 
Empire. The 24th of May had 
been a public holiday from 1838. 
It was the first spring holiday of 
the year; it was largely devoted to 
military reviews and family pic- 
nics; its educational meaning was 
neglected 

Mrs. Fessenden suggested to 
Hon. G. W. Ross, then minister of 
education for Ontario, that ihe 
afternoon before the 24th should 
be used in the schools for patriotic 
observances to impress upon the 
children not only the grandeurs 
of Victoria's reign but also the 
chief events of the empire's his- 
y, and especially the part the 


Bi 


ple had played in the great 
Queen's government of her 
peoples. Thus it happened that 


the fffst Empire day celebrations 
were held in Ontario and set an 
example to the-rest of Canada

Victoria day 


is quite another 
matter. The twenty-fourth of May 
is not and never has been Empire 


day in Canada. It is legislatively 
set aside by act of parliamcnt 
(chapter 107, revised statutes of 
Canada, 1900), as Victoria day. It 
was on May 2nd, 1901, that the 
house of commons passed a bill 
setting aside May 24th as an anu- 
nual public holiday to commem- 


orate the great Queen whose 
death was then in the public 
mind. 


Therefore, it is quite wrong to 
speak or write of May 24th in 
Canada as Empire day. It is Vic- 
toria day The error, so com- 
mon among otherwise well-in- 
formed people, has arisen from an 
attempt to make May 24 Empire 
day in Great Britain. There it 
has only partial celebration; the 
bulk of the people ignore it; a 
few gather around a _ banquet 
board or in a concert hall, but 
there is no such general observ- 
ance of May 24 as in Canada, the 
chief reason being that it usuelly 
comes close to Whit Monday, the 
first real summer holiday in Eng- 
land. John Bull will not give up 
his Whit Monday to observe tny 
Empire day, not he! 

But in Canada May 23 is Empire 
day and May 24 is Victoria day.

THE POLICE DIAMOND

The New Bond Issue 


From Hansard, May 12th 


Mr. COOTE: Macleod): I want to suggest to the | 


minister, if he has not already so decided, that the 
bonds to be issued under this act should be pay- 
able only in lawful money of Canada, not in gold 
or in foreign funds. 

Then I suggest to the minister that these bonds 
contain a provision under which the government 
may call them in at any time. I think the minister 
will realize the wisdom of such a provision. 

Incidentally, I also urge that our money policy 
be such as to maintain as nearly as possible stable 
purchasing power for money which is paid in in- 


terest to the bondholder, I think that would be one 


of the first steps to lower interest rates in Canada. 
I do not think it necessary to remind the minister 
of the necessity of lowering these rates. One step 
has already been taken by lowering interest rates 
on savings bank deposits. The chief factor govern- 
ing interest rates in Canada, particularly on long 
term obligations, is the rate paid on Dominion of 
Canada bonds. I would just like to remind the 
minister that our public debt, that is provincial, 
municipal and dominion, now amounts to over six 
and a half billion dollars, which at an average rate 
of five per cent—I think we are paying more than 
that--means an annual interest charge of $325,000,- 
000. I just mention these figures to impress upon 
the minister and the house the necessity of lower- 
ing interest rates. 


Lastly, I want to suggest to the minister that 
the new loan should be floated at a very much 
lower rate of interest. I think he should fix three 
per cent as the rate to be paid on these bonds. I 
believe that rate is justified by the price level ob- 
taining in Canada now. Whatever the government 
may decide as to the rate, the principle enunciated 
by the Prime Minister three or four years ago 
should be followed now, and banks and insurance 
cumpanies, particularly insurance companies, 
should be compelled to invest a percentage of their 
reserves in such bond issues. I understand that the 
minister must meet this year treasury bills amount- 
ing to $110,000,000 bonds maturing, $169,000,000, and 
budget deficit $100,000,000, roughly $380,000,000 in 
all. My last suggestion to the minister is that if 
he does not get sufficient subscriptions from the 
public to cover this amount at the rate of interest 
I have suggested, he should issue enough Dominion 
notes to make up the balance. He has now ample 
precedent for that in the action which has been 
taken in the United States, where the president is 
authorized to issue three billion dollars of United 
States notes to retire maturing obligations. I think 
that as the government has been following a so- 
called “sound money” policy for the last two or 
three years, that of keeping our money good in the 
United States, the minister might now very well 
follow the United States precedent and meet part 
of these maturing bonds with an issue of Domin- 
ion notes. If public subscriptions are not sufficient, 
he should at any rate meet the remainder with 
an issue of Dominion notes. I think the rate of 
interest should not exceed three per cent 


“AND LEADERSHIP” 

The disciples of Gandhi in this neighborhood 
who plan to establish a co-operative farm in Mount 
Kisco should draw encouragement from the en- 
durance record of Bangor, four miles from Morell, 
on the line of the Canadian National railways 
which serves Prince Edward Island, which is a 
co-operative, not to say communistic, community. 
The settlement was founded by Ben Compton: for 
twenty years his successor, Captain John Comp- 
ton, has been its leader. 

The community owns and cuitivates its land 
co-operatively. Its processes of tilth are scientific; 
the backfire of the tractor engine is heard in the 
land as frequently as the neigh of the horse. When 
the harvest is gathered the surplus is loaded on the 
community's sailboat and Captain Compton, taking 
counsel of his acumen and his experience, lays a 
course for those ports where good markets may be 
found. 


The profit in money goes into the community 
bank in a joint account, and ftom that account 
payment is made for goods bought for the com- 
munity store and to meet other expenses. If a 
couple decides to marry the community builds a 
house and furnishes it. The members of the com- 
munity are indistinguishable from other Prince 
Edward Islanders by dress or habit; they have no 
unemployment, they have a balance in the bank 
and they are satisfied with life 


The Bangor co-operators are 130 in number 
Perhaps their example has stimulated the followers 
of Gandhi to emulate them. Land and workers are 
available; all they need to achieve success is skill 
in husbandry, toleration of each other's frailties— 
and leadership.—New York Sun. 

OUR IMPORTANT GOVERNMENT 

Considering Premier Bennett's commitments in 
previous speeches, more was expected from him in 
connection with the disposal of Beauharnois power 
than an expression of regret, and even the pro- 
vision that further power would not be alienated 
without the consent of parliament. In one of his 
memorable speeches when in Opposition he asked 
the Government what steps were taken to provide 
for the regulation of rates and to provide against 
the overcapitalization of the enterprise. “No re- 
strictions, restraints or conditions,’ he declared, 
“are imposed by the Government of Canada upon 
the exercise of powers which touch vitally the lives 
of hundreds of thousands, perhaps millions, of peo- 
ple.” 

The company is being reorganized and re- 
capitalized, yet it is apparent that advantage is not 
taken of the opportunity to impose restrictions, 
restraints or conditions which must be within the 
jurisdiction of the Federal Government today if 
they were in 1930. If what has been done so far is 
all that is possible under the statutes, then matters 
touching the lives of so many people cannot be 
decided at Ottawa, and the collateral trust bond- 
holders who made the enterprise possible must be 
content with the thinly buttered slice of bread 
allotted them under the new financial plans. The 
Dominion Government is impotent when St. James 
street stretches out its hands.—Toronto Globe.

VALVULAR HEART TROUBLE 

I was reading about an author of adventure 
stories whose doctor had advised him to avoid any 
activity as he had valvular heart trouble. He sits 
at his typewriter and has his hero engage in al! 
the perilous deeds which he would enjoy if only 
his heart were strong enough. Many people have 
valvular defects but most of them are able to work 
about as hard as they would anyhow. At one time 
a patient with damaged heart valves was told to 
give up all activity but at the present time we 
realize a little common sense may enable such a 
patient to carry on about the same as anyone else 
I have seen many cases which were restored to 
normal by using a corrective diet to such a point 
where the most careful examination would fail to 
reveal any sign of valvular trouble and the patient 
was improved until he could pass any heart tests 
with flying colors. 


A mild or moderate valvular damage is not con- 
sidered a serious heart disorder and most patients 
worry unnecessarily when told that it exists. A 
slight valvular trouble may often be overcome and 
I have observed serious cases which were relieved 
to the point where they cause no inconvenience 
and the patient is able to forget he ever was 
bothered by a valvular defect. 


The valves in the heart separate the various 
cavities and their purpose is to keep the blood 
from flowing backward. They may become dam- 
aged from several causes including; rheumatic 
fever in children and young people; attacks the in- 
fluenza; overeating; wrong food combinations 
which produce irritating amounts of stomach and 
intestinal gas; and a toxic condition of the blood 
stream which may lead to irritation and inflam- 
mation of the valvular structure and at the same 
time is likely to encourage the forming of pus 
pockets about the teeth, tonsils or sinuses. 


As a result of the above causes the valves be- 
come inflamed and in healing, scar tissue is 
formed, similar to the same kind of tough scar tis- 
sue which causes adhesions to form about the in- 
testines when two surfaces rub on each other, be- 
come inflamed and heal by throwing out this 
fibrous connective tissue. The formation of the 
scar tissue around the valves may cause the valve 
to become smaller so that it is no longer able to 
carry on its work, In some cases it no longer shuts 
off the backflow and some of the blood leaks back. 
When such valvular defects are present certain 
blowing sounds may be heard by the doctor who 
listens to the heart and they are called murmurs. 
Certain valves such as the aortic and the mitral 
valves are most apt to become defective. 


As a result of the failure of the valve to work 
properly we find that a part of the heart under- 
goes special changes. One of the cavities may en- 
large, or part of the heart muscle may grow thick- 
er and heavier in order to force the blood through 
with more power to the stroke. By means of in- 
creasing its power in this way, we find the heart 
is able to make up for the backward flow through 
the opening of the valve when there has been any 
leakage or if the main difficulty is the holding 
back of the flow on account of the narrowing of 
the opening, this blocking is also overcome. After 
these changes have taken place the circulation r y 
go on as though the heart were normal and this 
is termed “compensation.” This means the heart 
has made up for the valvular defect. The patient 
often does not realize he has any valvular leakage 
or valvular blocking and as long as he does not 
strain his heart by extraordinary effort and as long 
as the heart muscle remains strong enough to do 
the extra work, the heart action is adequate 

Some of the symptoms of heart trouble arc 
Shortness of breath, tiring easily, slight swelling of 
the ankles, numbness of the feet and hands, rapid 
beating of the heart, a feeling of suffocation 
through the chest, heart murmurs, cough, and in- 
digestion. The patient may notice a feeling of dis- 
comfort through the chest, but there is not likely 
to be pain unless he has angina pectoris

Answer: There is a natura! hard ring of skin 
around the fingernails. This is made tougher if it 
is trimmed or clipped during the manicure, Lime 
water is used to counteract stomach acidity and, 
with other alkaline water is frequently recom- 
mended for the treatment of boils. But it takes 
more than this to stop the cause of boils which 
comes from a combination of outside infection and 
a thoroughly toxic blood stream
